Local Light Bulb Turns Nation On 


‘Who invented the light bulb?’’ 
may have a new answer in Placentia. 

If the old response was Thomas 
Edison...the new reply is likely to be 
Donald D. Hollister, a Placentia 
resident, who is now garnering 
world-wide fame with his new 
fluorescent light. 

Hollister, a tall former Marine and 
father of six, has just signed a 
contract with the federal govern- 
ment’s Energy Research Develop- 
ment Administration, a bureaucratic 
arm in Washington, D.C. intent on 


saving the country’s dwindling 
energy supply. 
What brought ERDA and 


Hollister together was the product of 
16 years of labor from which the 
Placentia physicist and inventor has 
produced a fluorescent light bulb 
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PLACENTIA INVENTOR DON HOLLISTER tests his fluorescent bulb [on 


that will fit into an incandescent 
socket. 

The bulb, or lamp, when it is on 
the market, will cost possibly $10 
and last as many years. 

What it does besides produce a 
warm white light similar to the 
familiar incadescent bulb, is last 
longer, burn cooler and use 70 per 
cent less energy than conventional 
bulbs. 

It was the latter that aroused 
sufficient interest at ERDAto extend 
to Hollister a $310,000 contract, to 
assist in carrying his important 
invention into its production, 
marketing and distribution phrases. 

‘The laboratory work is about 
completed,’’ a spokesman at his 
office said last week. ‘‘The big thing 
is to get it into distribution. We will 


probably gear our production for the 
hotel and motel market first, users 
who buy in large quantities, before 
we get to the individual consumer.” 

What has quickly brought a 
multitude of queries to the modest 
laboratory facilities on State College 
Boulevard in Fullerton 
Hollister has labored since 1947 on 
his invention, is the saving of the 
world’s energy resources. 

‘If we could relamp every socket 
in the country, we would save the 
energy equivalent of 500,000 barrels 
of oil per day’’, Hollister estimates. 
‘“‘And worldwide would be 
five-thirds of that, or about 1.3 
million barrels of oil a day. We could 
be off by a factor or two’’. 

Hollister explains: ‘‘After the 
second world war, Japan and many 
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the right] in his Fullerton laboratory. The bulb is expected to make a notably 


significant energy saving world wide. 


Callahan Seeks Early 


End To Utility Tax 


A plan to eliminate Placentia’s 
utility tax by 1978 and stiil pay off 
the Civic Center indebtedness; and 
to hold the line on some expenses at 
City Hall, are a part of the election 
platform of Michael Callahan, the 
only incumbent in the present city 
council race. 

Callahan, serving his first four 
year term as councilman, is now 
mayor pro tem of the city, the 
municipality’s second highest of- 
fice. 

A 12-year Placentia resident, 
Callahan has developed a reputation 
for speaking out strongly on issues 
during his four years on the city’s 
planning commission and his tenure 
on the council. 

“I enjoy a good argument’’, he 
substantiates. ‘‘I would be alarmed 
at all five to nothing (city council) 
votes. Ilike discussion. But it has to 
be a fair and honest discussion with 
people honestly expressing their 
points. 

‘‘I campaigned last time against 
the utility tax’’, he recalls, ‘‘and I 
haven’t changed my mind one bit. 
The utility tax is for major capital 
improvements. That to me is large, 
big buildings like the Civic Center. 
Not other things like tractors, lawn 
mowers and police cars. 

“IT don’t think it is a fair and 
equitable tax. Everyone has to have 
gas and electricity to live. They took 
it (the tax) off of water to shut me up 
and it wasn’t generating that much 
revenue anyway. 

‘‘I was very happy to see that 
finally two of the senior councilmen 
partially agreed to some kind of a 
phase out program by 1988..the first 
year we are able to pay off the bonds 
on the Civic Center. You can’t pay 
them off any sooner under penalty. 

‘‘I think that js“a great idea and 
that is why! for it. I think it’s a 
step in the right direction but I have 
another plan. 

‘‘If I am elected, the first move I 
am going to make is not to phase the 
utility tax out in 1988, but to phase it 


where - 


European nations that had to be 
rebuilt, employed fluorescent lamps 
in the homes. Consequently the use 
of incandescent lamps in many parts 
of the world is nowhere near as 
extensive as it is here. 

“‘Our lamp, of course, will be as 
efficient as an ordinary fluorescent 
tube, but it really can’t compete 
because it doesn’t fit in the same 
fixture. If you take into 
consideration that fluorescent light- 
ing is much more prevalent overseas 
than here, we feel there is about a 5 
to 3 ratio in energy consumption’’. 

An ultimate effect also will be to 
reduce the world’s lighting bills. 
A lamp is expected to pay for itself in 
a few months. 

Hollister says also he is impressed 
with ERDA’s pragmatic approach to 


the country’s energy problems. 
“‘A lot of people think that the 
government is a wasteful, monolith- 
ic, greedy monster...which it 
probably is..but this new Energy 
Research Development Administra- 
tion is very efficient, very far sighted 
and very straight. I personally was 
very impressed. If we can cooperate 
with their intent to conserve energy, 
we most certainly are going to do 
cage 

And what impressed ERDA was 
Hollister’s 16-year development, his 
Litek bulb, which resembles a 100 
watt incandescent bulb, fits 
standard sockets, contains no wire 
filaments that can burn out and can 
last at least several years and 
possibly a decade or more’’. 

The bulb works with a cool 


magnetic coil, energized by an 
electronics package contained in the 
lower portion of the light bulb. The 
coil produces a magnetic field that 
excites the mercury gas and results 
in emission of-ultraviolet light. The 
ultraviolet light causes the phosphor 
layer to fluoresce and emit visible 
light. 

Austin Heller, ERDA assistant 
administrator for conservation, 
points out that incandescent lighting 
is costing Americans more than $6 
billion annually. ‘‘Lighting uses 
about 20 per cent of all electricity 
generated in the United States each 
year for around 400 billion kilowatt 
hours per year or an expense of $15 
billion’, he explains.

Expected to be the vital point in 
the discussion is whether the 
Fullerton Union High School 
district, where the Yorba Linda 
students under consideration, are in 
high school, will acquiesce to 
permitting students to leave. 
Fullerton is already suffering 
declining enrollment. 

Dr. Sterling Fox, Yorba Linda 
Superintendent of Schools, said the 
meeting is open to the ~blic.

out in 1978, ten years sooner. 

“Right now we have $550,000 
approximately in the utility tax fund 
balance. I would collect the utility 
taxes for the next three years, ’76, 
‘77 and ’78 and add that (around 
$500,000 a year) $1,500,000 to the 
balance we already have). 


‘‘Our outstanding balance on the 
Civic Center is around $2.3 million. 
After making yearly payments of 
$189,000 each, at the close of 1978 
we would examine the remaining 


balance. There should be about 
$1,400,000 roughly. We would then 
go to the bank and bank it. The 
lowest savings and loan rates 
available now is 7.7 per cent. If held 
until 1988 and even withdrawing 
$189,000 each year to make a 
payment, when 1988 rolled around, 
we would still have an outstanding 
balance and the Civic Center would 
have been paid off. 

“‘And the citizens of Placentia 
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Additional Revenue Sharing 
Creates More Problems 


With the rift over the first 
allocation of revenue sharing funds 
still unhealed, two Placentia youth 
organizations last week apparently 
have received an additional grant of 
$31,995 in taxpayers funds from 
Orange County Supervisors. 

The second grant, which has been 
approved but not delivered, appears 
to be in even greater contention than 
the first. 

One of the two groups, the 
Valencia Youth Athletic Associa- 
tion, which had first applied for 
funds along with a proposal from the 
Placentia Athletic Club, was not 


aware that a new proposal had been 
submitted. 

The Valencia Youth group last 
year ran a_ successful football 
program similar to Junior All 
American and Pop Warner, for 
youngsters who qualified for 
financial assistance. 

The disagreements between the 
rivaling clubs have twice brought 
Chairman of the Board of Orange 
County Supervisors. Ralph Diedrich 
to Placentia to attempt to untangle 
the problems emanating from the 
original $14,982 grant.

Citizen Accuses 
Staff Of Vote Lobby 


A letter written to Mayor Robert 
Lyons by Placentia resident Gloria 
Lopez of 303 Emerald Way, relates 
that she had been told by the head of 
one of the city departments for 
whom she should vote in the

The letter was expected to be 
considered in a special executive 
session of the council Tuesday night. 

Mrs. Lopez outlined that she was 
contacted by the city employee at a 
Candidates Night held last Thursday 
at the Whitten Community Center 
and was asked to see him in his office 
the next day. 

‘*He said he heard I had signed Mr. 
Mike Callahan’s endorsement pa- 
pers,’’ the letter continues. ‘‘I said 
yes J did endorse Mr. Mike 
Callahan, but what | did with my 


vote at voting time was my own 
decision. I don’t go around telling 
the community who I am going to 
vote for, but it is their right to vote 
for whomever they feel will be their 
best representative.”’ 

The letter states that the 
department head said ‘‘I should 
consider Mrs. (Virginia) Farmer, 
Mr. (Robert) Bircher and Mr. 
(William) Rashford as they would be 
good. Also I would have an in with 
the city council. I could bring our 
problems to him and he in turn 
would take it to them.”’ 

‘I feel it is wrong for any city staff 
to meet with us community people 
and try to influence our vote, Mrs. 
Lopez continued.’’ It also makes me 
wonder how many other people he 
meets with and has the same

meeting that such misunderstand- 
ings would be settled as injury 
insurance for the football playing 
youngsters and insurance to cover 
any liability accruing to county, 
organizations, the city of Placentia 
or the Placentia Unified School 
District, on whose fields the 
youngsters played. 

Mrs. Gloria Lopez, president of 
the Valencia Youth Athletic 
Association said that her group still 
has not received its full allotment 
under the first grant.

Davis Would Make 
City Hall Friendlier 


A concern that City Hall reflect 
‘he courtesy and friendliness of the 
deople of Placentia is expressed by 
Robert Davis, an 11-year-resident of 
Placentia, who is making a second 
bid for a seat on the city council. 

“IT want to be a city councilman 
because | think it is something I have 
consciously been working towards 
all my life’’, Davis relates. ‘‘I’m a 
yerson who likes to help and gets a 
igreat deal of delight out of serving 
other people. 

‘‘People who want to talk to 
somebody shouldn’t have to go to 
the city council because a lot of 
people feel uncomfortable with 
those five people up there on the 
shelf looking down on you like the 
Supreme Court. 

“‘Tresent having to go to City Hall 
and it has happened to me on a 
couple of occasions, where people 
act like they are doing me a favor by 
even talking to me. It is very difficult 
to get an answer and even after I get 
an answer, I’m not quite sure what I 
was told. I think many people feel 
that way.”’ 

Davis, who is self employed, in his 
own public relations-advertising 
business, is a familiar figure in local 
community organizations. 

He relates: ‘‘I have served with 
the American Red Cross; as an 
Explorer Scout training officer. I’m 
vice president of the Placentia 
Kiwanis Club; a director of the 
Chamber of Commerce; director of 
the Boys Club; Exalted Ruler of the 
Placentia- Yorba Linda Elks Lodge. I 
have served with the Placentia 
Heritage Festival board and the 
Placentia Bicentennial Committee.

would not have been paying the 
utility tax from 1978 to 1988. They 
would have had ten years off’. 

On City Hall salaries: ‘‘I’m not 
opposed to anybody getting a raise, 
particularly the blue collar workers 
because I feel that the hourly worker 
works hard for his money and is 
pretty regulated. But I think we 
have reached the point of return 
already as far as management 
salaries goes. 

‘‘When you look at the batting 
order, the chief executive is making 
$37,000. I don't question his (Edwin 
Powell, city administrator) ability or 
his possible right to earning that 
kind of money. But it is very 
questionable in my mind that our 
chief executive should be in the 
same dollar category as a United 
States Congressman, U.S. Senator 
That his salary shoud exceed the 
chairman of the Board of 
Supervisors, Ralph Diedrich by 


- almost $13,000 and that his salary 


should exceed our state senator and 
State assemblyman salaries by 
$16,000 a year’’. 

The city of Fullerton, Callahan 
explained, has had 44 applicant$for 
a city administrator opening with a 
specified salary from $33,000 to 
$37,000, and ten years experience. 
The differences, he outlines, as 
93,000 population against 30,000 in 
Placentia; 625 employees to 125; a 
$25.6 million budget to $5 million. 

‘The fact that 44 people applied 
for it’’, Callahan continues, ‘‘must 
mean that it is a pretty good job. 
And when | lay that figure against 
our city, it bothers me. I’m not 
against people earning a fair and 
equitable wage but we have 12 or 13 
in the management staff and the 
lowest paid man gets $17,500. 

‘‘What I suggest is that Placentia 
is a pleasant place to live in; the 
working conditions are excellent; 
the people are fun to be around and 
no one wants to keep anybody from 
earning more money if that’s their 
object. 

‘‘We would never hold anybody 
back if a better job opened up. in 
another city. The door is open and it 
swings both ways’’. 

‘‘We're only 30,000 people, and 
no matter how I look at the budget, 
when I get out to 1983 and I see the 
general fund balance of $225, that 
worries me. It alarms me when the 
general fund is that low. I'd like for 
us to stay static for at least a year and

On his four years on the council: 
‘I'm proud to say I took part in 
reducing our fire costs $226,000 
a year and doubling our protection. I 
am one of three that voted yes on 
paramedics. One of three that voted 
to go to county fire service. When 
they (local firemen) went on strike 
that was the last straw as far as I was 
concerned. 

‘‘We doubled our fire protection 
and probably lowered our fire 
insurance. I had something to do 
with that. We opened a Senior 
Citizens Building. We opened two 
Community Centers. We opened a 
hospital’.

The five acres: ‘‘I don’t know 
what will go on the five acres. I 
accepted the purchase of the five 
acres as a bonafide insurance policy 
to insure the integrity of the Civic 
Center. 

‘‘When you have four or five 
million dollars in a _ Civic 
Center-Library Police Facility and 
City Hall, and all those beautiful 
grounds, buying the five acres was 
an insurance policy to insure the 
integrity of it so that we wouldn’t 
find a hot dog stand next door. 

“I don’t challenge anybody's 
right to ask us why we paid this 
much or why we didn’t pay a 
different amount. That’s a 
debatable subject. Based on the 
property values I saw when we were 
talking about the widening of 
Chapman Avenue a few blocks away 
on Chapman and Bradford... the 
corner properties there...$120,000 
an acre. There’s no question about 
it. That’s in the report. 

‘‘Hopefully the future city 
councils will have some basic plan 
for it that will benefit everybody. 
Something we can all be proud of”’. 

On council decisions: ‘‘] want 
everything to go to a vote of the 
people. The Civic Center didn’t. 
The utility tax didn’t. I don’t want to 
spend four or five million dollars to 
build a Civic Auditorium without a 
vote of the people...without the 
people saying yes’’ 

Bradford House: ‘‘It might cost 
as little as $8,000 or as much as 
$100,000. I’m against spending 
$100,000. But I’m willing to spend a 
minimal amount to keep a tractor 
from running through it. I hear the 
children talking. I’ve got the letters 
from the children in the schools and 
from leading citizens. Let’s at least 
give it a stay of execution. I’m 
willing to put together an ad hoc 
committee to sit down and do a full 
study and make recommendations’’. 

Youth Athletics: ‘““‘We must 
spread the organized athletic load. 
It is obvious that Placentia is sports 
oriented. The number of kids that 
participate is unbelievable. If you 
laid it against the average city in the 
United States, we are unbelievably 
high in participation and that’s 
great. I think there is a direct 
relationship to sports and a low 
crime rate’’. 

On the campaign: ‘‘I’m not.a 
politician. My biggest drawback is 
you ask a direct question and you are 
liable to get a direct answer. It will 
be honest to the best of my ability. 
And you don’t have to love me. Just 
agree that I do have a little bit of 
integrity and I might be good 
enough to vote for. That's all I] ask’’. 

Callahan, who is 44, has been 
married to Carol Callahan for 20 
years and they have four children. 
They attend St. Joseph's Catholic 
Church. 

The incumbent, who served in the 
Marine Corps, is a graduate of 
Fordham University with a degree in 
Business Administration. He is a 
division sales manager for a Sales 
Follow-up Company which is based 
in Detroit.

Gomez, said also that his players will 
be playing in Mexico, with three 
baseball games set for the weekend 
of March 27 and other activities 
scheduled later in the year. 

The original problems, which 
began last September, originated 
from inclusion of the requests for 
revenue sharing funds for the 
programs of both groups into one 
proposal. The Valencia Youth 
Athletic Association, a new group, 
was not incorporated and could not 
claim revenue sharing funds. The 
Placentia Athletic Club had 
completed incorporation, so the 
proposals were submitted together 
using the PAC number. The first 
request was for $29,457.60. 

Most of the funds granted last 
year were earmarked for the 
Valencia program, but were held by 
the PAC. Supervisor Diedrich 
appeared when a Fullerton sporting 
goods company complained that 
they had not been paid for more than 
$11,000 in football equipment, 
delivered to the Valencia group, 
with the funds in the care of the 
Placentia Athletic. Following that 
meeting the bill was paid. 

Further disagreements resulted 


from lack of insurance on the 
Ae Seo playing in the VYAA 
‘ootball leagues, Medical bills on the 
youngsters hurt have not as yet been 
paid, Mrs. Lopez states, although 
the reason may be the loss of the 
medical papers. 

Another $1,700 insurance policy 
was paid for with the taxpayer funds 
to insure the county and PAC up toa 
million dollars. However the other 
organizations, the city, and the 
schools were not included, leaving 
them liable for damages. Escarsega 
said last week he was not sure if that 
policy had been amended to include 
everyone but that he would check on 
it. 

Also in contention are possible 
salaries that may accrue to coaches 
in the Placentia Athletic Club. One 
salary mentioned was $800 a month 
for an executive director. Escarsega 
said at the time of the original grant 
that if he accepted that, he would not 
quit his regular job but would work 
the other obligation in on weekends 
and after school. 

Other salaries listed from the 
original proposal for revenue 
sharing funds include $300 a month 
for a secretary and $260 a month 
each for two part time coaches.

I’m a charter member of Sigma 
Delta Chi, journalism fraternity; a 
director of the Orange County Press 
Club. I’ve served in United Way and 
I am a life member of the Placentia 
Friends of the Placentia Library.’’ 

Davis, who is 51, is a native of 
Iowa and a member of the Catholic 
Church. 

The candidate continues: ‘‘I think 
we have a fairly well run city. I think 
it could be better. I think the only 
way you are going to have good city 
government is to keep putting in 
people who are dedicated to good 
city government. I think I can do one 
heck of a job making Placentia 
somewhat better than it is today.’’ 

Davis, who was at one time 
employed by former Orange County 
Supervisor David Baker in public 
relations, has worked for several 
large daily newspapers in the area, 
where he has covered the ‘‘political 
scene’’. 

On specific issues Davis con- 
tinues: ‘‘I question the five acres the 
city bought. That’s not to say that we 
don’t need it, but I condemn the way 
the city went about doing it. If we 
have a need for the five acres, let’s 
tell the people what it is.”’ 

On City Hall: ‘‘Getting your city 
business taken care of should be a 
pleasant experience...as pleasant as 
possible. You shouldn't feel like you 
have to come with your hat in your 
hand and you feel that somebody 
there is going to rip you off.’’ 

Traffic lights: ‘‘You can’t drive 
through Placentia at the legal speed 
limit without hitting every single red 
light. If I get through three or four 
lights (on the arterial streets) I’m 
ecstatic. Something has to be done 
to get traffic to move smoothly. 

On the median strips: ‘‘All the 
money we spent on the drip system! 
You have to have a special filtration 
system or the tiniest bit of debris in 
those lines will clog them. They have 
those big thorn trees in there. I was 
told it was like a nursery and they 
will be taken out later. Esthetically 
they should be thinned out. Some of 
the wrong trees are in there.”’ 

Density: ‘‘I don’t think it’s 
necessary to build a preponderance 
of multi-dwellings simply for the 
sake of letting more people move 
into Placentia. We’re locked in here. 
Let’s not try to become a downtown 
Los Angeles. There is a lot of land in 
Orange County that is not land 
locked where developers have a 
perfect opportunity to build 
apartments if th2y are so inclined. 

‘| don’t think we should jam up 
our streets, our schools and our 
recreational facilities because some- 


_ body wants to put in a couple more 


apartment units.”’ 

Widening of Chapman: ‘‘There is 
no question in my mind that the 
street has to be widened because of 
the traffic flow. The overriding 
factor is how can we widen Chapman 
at the least expense and hurting the 
least number of people.”’ 

Expense accounts: ‘‘A specific 
breakdown is called for, no matter 
whether you’re working for the city 
or for General Motors. It’s an 
essential thing to have everything 
documented and itemized. And if 
you haven't a receipt, in the sake of 
complete honesty, don’t ask for the 
money. 

“I think if you are required to 


attend a convention, that certain 
costs should be expected to be 
picked up. I don’t think you have to 
go first class and I don’t expect you 
to go steerage either. But there has 
to be some limitation on how much 
you are authorized to spend. If there 
is any hanky-panky going on it 
should be eliminated and the people 
should be told there is hanky panky 
going on.”’ 

City council salaries: ‘‘I favor a 
larger salary for the city councilmen 
of Placentia. I think it should be 
computed to pay your basic 
expenses, gas mileage and various 
things you have to attend as a 


councilman, as opposed to an 
expense account.”’ 
“The salary should cover 


everything you would normally do 
in performance of your duty in 
Orange County. Anytime you have 
to leave the county, then you are on 
an expense account and it should be 
specifically spelled out. I can’t see 
making a party out of it either.’’ 

On Staff salaries: ‘‘I don’t think 
they should be getting an automatic 
raise because people in Anaheim or 
Yorba Linda are getting it. I question 
an automatic raise. Simply because 
we apparently have unlimited funds 
from taxpayers, 
politicians authority to do anything 
they want to do.”’ 

Candidate Slate: ‘‘There is some 
talk that three of the candidates are 
being groomed by someone in city 
government. The fact that it was 
being considered makes me very 
disturbed. If someone in the city 
hierarchy has selected a slate of 
three candidates to endorse, I would 
question the special interest factor 
of that, and also the contribution of 
good government. That is a special 


interest that I strongly frown 
against.’’ 
Utility tax: ‘‘As long as we have to 


have it, it should be geared for what 
it was intended to be used for. 
Salaries is not one of them. If the 
money is put to use for things that 
will benefit the community, it takes 
some of the sting out for me.”’ 

Bradford House: ‘‘I’m in favor of 
saving the Bradford House. I am in 
favor of a group, such as the 
Chamber of Commerce, occupying 
the building and I raised this issue at 
a directors meeting three months 
ago. I think it should be saved if it 
can be and I don’t like to see the tax 
dollars continually subsidizing it just 
to keep the house there.”’ 

Fire department: ‘‘I think we have 
better fire service, more men on a 
truck, more equipment and it costs 
less than what we had before so 1 am 
satisfied. Paramedics? I love them."’ 

Heritage Festival: ‘‘Every year 
makes me sick for the response that 
we get. Heritage is the biggest 
opportunity to get people together 
and get them involved.”’ 

Davis, who has lived in California 
21 years is a Navy veteran. He and 
wife Lois have five children all 
married, and four grandchildren. 

‘‘My formal education ended 
when I was 18,”’ Davis recalls, ‘‘and 
graduated from high school. My 
ongoing education reflects the 
people I meet and the things I do. | 
feel seriously that if I don’t meet 
someone new every day and learn 
something new every day, that I’m 
wasting time.”’

new light bulb were preceded by his 
endeavors on electrodeless dis- 
charge phenomena in _ space 
research, weapons and_ purely 
theoretical studies. 

A native of Berkeley, California, 
Hollister joined the Marines after 
high school, became a demolitions 
specialist and fought in the Korean 
War. He married Janet Probst and 
they have lived in Placentia for ten 
years and have six children. 

When he graduated with a BA in 
physics and astronomy from UCLA 
in 1960, he was already the father of 
four. 

He worked for Plasmadyne in 
Santa Ana on plasma propulsion 
units for rockets and became an 
expert in the electrodeless discharge 
phenomenon that forms _ the 
technical basis for the Litek bulb. 

He was employed by the 
Aeroneutronics Division of Philco- 
Ford Corporation, Newport Beach 


and later formed his own company. 
‘‘About this time I realized I had a 
solution looking for a problem’’, 
Hollister explained. ‘‘I made an 
attempt to excite interest in a 
long-lasting light bulb, but did not 
succeed’’. Private industry was not 
intersted in the new lamp. 

With the energy crisis, Hollister’s 
ideas suddenly had new appeal and 
in January, 1974, he founded the 
Lighting Technology Corporation in 
Fullerton where his work on the bulb 
has been in progress.

Lets face 
it, women aren’t equal in 
the sports category and 
can’t compete against 
men.”’ 

What about the future? 

‘I'm going to wait till 
after my sophomore year to 
make decisions. Obviously 
competing in both sports 
leaves you a little thin. If I 
don't go professional 1 
won't stay in athletics, I’m 
not sure yet what I'll do. But 
I'm looking forward to next 
year.
